Pat McGonigle is going places. Literally. 

He's driving from St. Louis to Kansas City, 
ready to start his new job as the night news anchor for 
WDAF TV, but he's more interested in talking about his 
hometown. 

"I only really get a chance to come home about a 
week a year, and it's almost painful, to be honest," said 
McGonigle during a phone interview last weekend. He 
grew up with his four siblings in Mattapoisett, the son 
of Dr. John McGonigle, a dermatologist that everyone in 
town knew.

"Every time he'd get pulled over, they'd come up 
to the window," he said, "and it'd be 'Oh, Dr. McGonigle! 
You're all set, have a good day.' We used to joke, where do 
we get the Dr. McGonigle license?"

Dr. McGonigle passed away in 2010, and mother 
Margaret died last summer, but Pat says he will never lose 
touch with his local roots, which have been transplanted

responsibility of five daughters (and dog Harvey). 

But it's the adjustment on air to a new market that 
might be most challenging. 

"E very one hates the new guy/' says McGonigle, 
whose affable manner would seem to render him pretty 
much unhateable. "It's just a fact. No one likes the new 
guy. 'Hey, who's this guy? I miss the old guy.'" 

"My theory is just keep your head down, don't 
do anything flashy, just work hard," he says. "I think I'd 
describe myself as hard-working and willing to make 
myself the punch line. That's something that's a real easy 
trick. If you make yourself the punch line, let people 
know you're not above it all, people like that, it endears 
you to people." 

McGonigle feels like he's got a pretty sweet gig 
- he's famous, "but not famous where people want to 
spend the day with you or stalk you," and likes being able 
to interact with people both on TV and in the field. 

"When I was young, I met (Boston TV legend) 

Bob Neumeier, and he made sure I had a cool experience. 
He talked to me just like a regular person, and I never 
forgot that. It's a little gift you can give." 

He's looking forward to making new connections 
in Kansas City, and says while his girls were upset when 
they learned they'd be moving (again), they are excited 
about the chance to reinvent themselves and make new 
friends. 

But they've all expressed some envy of their dad's 
idyllic upbringing. 

"We were watching Stand By Me, and the girls 
were like, 'Is this what life was like for you when you 
were little?'

The Colorful Wood Duck

The wood duck is a cousin of the Asian Mandarin 
duck with an inherited oriental and iridescent plumage, 
red eyes, and a distinctive white flare down the neck.

They both have crested heads and are classified 
as perching ducks with sharp claws for climbing and 
perching on trees. They usually nest high up in a hollow 
opening of a tree 20 feet or more, to discourage predators 
from getting from seven to twenty-five eggs that only 
incubate for about thirty days.

The population was in serious decline in the late 
19 th century due to habitat loss and market hunting for 
meat and plumage for the ladies hat market in Europe. 
Next to the mallard, the wood duck was and still is the 
most hunted duck in America. 

After the Migratory Bird Treaty Act of 1918, 
numbers began to recover slowly by ending unregulated 
hunting and implementing measures to protect remaining 
habitats. The development of the artificial nesting box 
gave a big additional boost to convenient production. 
Also, the return of the beaver population with their 
industrious work ethic building dams and creating 
wooded swamps, ponds, and widening streams, greatly 
increased the wood duck's feeding and nesting habitat. 

Often the nesting boxes appear to be unused, and 
a recent tagging study by U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service 
shows they are more likely to take occupancy in boxes 
that they pass on their way south, remembering them on

The Mattapoisett Fire Department has a message 
for all able-bodied residents who may be home during 
weekday hours - "We Need You!" 

Or more accurately, the townspeople need you. 

Fire Chief Andrew Murray has been actively 
recruiting for at least four new call firefighters since the 
beginning of June. "I've only spoken to two people who 
may be interested," he said. 

And with low interest comes greater risk to 
those who depend on a fully-staffed fire department, 
namely each and every person and business owner in the 
community. 

With three schools, active churches, and hundreds 
of wooden structures including commercial buildings, 
any fire incident could be catastrophic if there aren't 
enough trained personnel to staff the apparatus. 

"Right now, we only have two people to cover the

entire town during the week," Murray said. 

Every year, the department attempts to recruit 
at least four new people - women or men - who can be 
available primarily during the daylight hours Monday 
through Friday. 

"We supply all the training, equipment, personal 
safety gear, everything," Murray said. He explained 
that the training entails attending the fire academy in 
Fall River over the course of a four-month period, "a 
couple of evenings and Saturdays," as well as passing the 
Massachusetts Human Resources physical exam. 

"Anyone between sixteen and eighteen years of 
age can become a junior firefighter," Murray explained, 
"And anyone eighteen to sixty-five would be considered

for a firefighter position," adding, "It would be great if 
more women would come in." 

Murray said the biggest problem was that the 
majority of those who would be considered a good 
candidate for the fire department travel out of town to 
work, leaving the pool of eligible people very low. 

Call firefighters are not volunteers, as Town 
Administrator Michael Gagne explained during a recent 
Board of Selectmen meeting. Junior firefighters are paid 
minimum wage and call firefighters start at $20.25 per 
hour, Murray said. 

In an effort to counter the struggle of staffing in 
what is essentially a bedroom community with a high 
population of retired residents, a new program geared 
towards engaging juveniles is being planned - the Tri- 
Town Cadet program. 

The program is the brainchild of Mattapoisett's 
Lieutenant Justin Dubois. 

"I've been thinking about something like this for 
a long time," Dubois said. 

Dubois, along with Marion Fire Chief Brian 
Jackvony, firefighter Joel Waters, and Rochester's Captain 
Jeff Eldridge and firefighter Tracey Eldridge, have been 
actively scoping out an outline of how the program will 
function. 

"There's a lot to this," said Dubois. 

Dubois said that while the goal will ultimately 
be to interest local youths in fire service, it would also 
prepare them by instilling life skills. 

"The skills they'll learn can keep them and their 
families safe for a lifetime, but there's more to it than 
that," Dubois said. "This program will be very structured 
like the youth ROTC program in New Bedford." 

What they envision is a program that will teach 
youths how to promote themselves after graduating from 
high school. "They'll learn how to develop a resume, 
handle themselves during an interview; these are skills 
they are going to need whether they choose a career in the 
fire department or not," Dubois said. 

Skills directly related to fire suppression 
techniques will, of course, be a big part of the program as 
well. "They'll learn about fire codes, code enforcement, 
fire prevention, fire science and how the Tri-Town fire

departments work," said Dubois. 

While the fire department has been engaging 
young children in the school system in the first, third, and 
sixth grades through the S.A.F.E. (Students Awareness 
of Fire Education) program, the cadet program will be 
geared towards students at the high school. 

"We'll expect them to have good grades in school, 
and we'll give them assignments to complete," Dubois 
emphasized. "They'll have a chance to look and explore 
options while finding out if being a first responder is 
something they'd like to continue with." 

He said the students may not know how to find 
out if being an EMT, firefighter, police officer, or nurse is 
something they want to pursue as a career, but with the 
cadet program, they'll have that opportunity. 

"Of course, we hope they'll want to become 
firefighters, but this is a way to find out," said Dubois. 

Mattapoisett Selectman Jordan Collyer knows 
firsthand how critical mentoring at a young age can be. 

"I was thirteen years old when I became a junior 
firefighter." Collyer said that retired Fire Chief Ronald 
Scott, who was the chief at that time, was a big factor 
in not only giving him an opportunity to become a call 
firefighter but also encouraging him to pursue secondary 
education in fire science. 

"He told me about college programs where I 
could learn fire science. He told me to give it a shot," 
Collyer remembered.

While the guidance department at the high school 
attempted to dissuade Collyer from what was described 
as a "nothing major," he attended the University of New 
Haven and was employed by a multi-national insurance 
company before graduation. 

"Chief Scott was right; I was able to make a career 
out of fire science." 

Collyer has been affiliated with the Mattapoisett 
Fire Department for the last 24 years and is a captain in 
the department. 

The Tri-Town Cadet program is still in the early 
stages of development, but Dubois hopes to launch it 
when school re-opens in the fall at both Old Rochester 
Regional High School and Old Colony Regional 
Vocational High School. 

"Once we start the ball rolling, we hope the 
students will want to become junior firefighters. That's 
how I began my career," Collyer said.

The five-day long festival spanned from July

I found the Bax to be the standout performance 
of the evening.

ConCom Votes on Invasives, Erosion 

Marion Conservation Commission

A relatively short Marion Conservation 
Commission meeting on July 12 led to the approval of the 
removal of invasive species and selective vista pruning at 
Great Hill. 

Some phragmites, bittersweet, and other 
invasives will be eradicated, and selective trimming of 
vegetation will maintain the view of the ocean at five 
specifically noted points of the property. 

Conservation Commission member Shaun 
Walsh determined that the application was "pretty 
straightforward" and the hearing was closed and granted 
a Negative Determination (no Notice of Intent required). 

In other matters, the commission issued a 
Positive Determination for the Request for Determination 
of Applicability for Rosemary and Nicholas Grey of 6 
Shawondasse Road. The commission determined that 
a Notice of Intent would be required because the Greys 
wish to place rocks and sand right on the coastal bank 
to try to recover land lost to erosion. This, according to 
the commission, requires more study and the work of an 
engineer to further assess the proposal. 

"This is over the coastal bank," said commission 
member Jeffrey Doubrava. "This is on a coastal beach. 


This is not the buffer [zone]; this is in the resource area 
itself." 

The next meeting of the Marion Conservation 
Commission is scheduled for July 26 at 7:00 pm at the 
Marion Music Hall. 

Discussion Of Swamp Property Continues 

Mattapoisett Planning Board

On July 17, Douglas Schneider, proprietor of N. 
Douglas Schneider & Associates, stepped in for his civil 
engineer David Davignon as the Mattapoisett Planning 
Board continued discussing property owned by Dennis 
Arsenault. 

The property is located beyond the end of Snow 
Fields Road that currently is a dead-end street. The 
undeveloped property in question is surrounded by 
wetlands. 

As previously explained by Davignon, Arsenault 
is seeking the Planning Board's approval of plans to 
traverse the swampy area by bringing in fill to create an 
18-foot wide roadway that would reach buildable upland 
lots some 1,500 feet into the thick woodlands. Schneider 
said Arsenault is considering building two residences. 

At the previous meeting, the board had asked 
Davignon to return with comments on the proposed 
project by various town boards and departments, and on 
this night Schneider shared those responses. 

Of the Conservation Commission, Schneider 
said the response had been the need for his client to file 
a Notice of Intent before the project could be considered. 
From the fire and police departments, as well as the water 
department, the comment was for the inclusion of town- 
supplied water versus drilling for private wells that is in 
the current proposal. Neither the Board of Health nor the 
highway department had offered comment at this time. 

Chairman Tom Tucker was gobsmacked that 
the fire department had not mandated the installation of 
municipal water. "They want to pull hose one thousand 
feet?" 

Tucker asked Schneider to explain what sorts 
of waivers his client would be seeking. Schneider listed

drainage calculations, undersized roadway width, 
sidewalks, storm water management planning and length 
of private roadway. 

Abutter Pamela LaFreniere spoke up: "The 
applicant has to show that the road can be built before 
they can ask for waivers." Tucker concurred saying, 
"Swamplands can be subdivided, but that doesn't mean 
the land could be built on." 

Schneider also responded, saying, "We can build 
a road. We are attempting to minimize wetland impact by 
not building a full road." He continued, "You do have the 
right to access your property in the Wetlands Protection 
Act.... We are asking your permission to minimize 
wetland impact."

Tucker said, shaking his head, "I want you to go 
to ConCom first. Someone tried this before and it didn't 
float. We aren't going to vote on anything with these 
waivers before ConCom weighs in." 

But Schneider wanted the Planning Board to 
make a decision, saying that by going to ConCom first, 
his client's project would most likely only get sent 
back to the Planning Board. But the Planning Board 
members held firm that the environmental impact was 
significant enough to make conservation input of primary 
importance in their decision-making. 

Tucker did, however, offer to continue the 
expiration date on Arsenault's filing, with Schneider's 
agreement, for an addition 60 days to give his office 
sufficient time to file a Notice of Intent with the 
Conservation Commission and be heard. Schneider 
reluctantly agreed. 

In other business. Planning Administrator 
Mary Crain said the developers of the Brandt Village 
subdivision had said they were unavailable to attend the 
meeting, a request the board had made in an effort to find 
out why certain punch-list items were still pending. 

Tucker asked Crain to contact town counsel to 
figure out what next steps might be available to the board. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Planning 
Board is scheduled for August 7 at 7:00 pm in the Town 
Hall conference room. 


Farmer's Market Granted Special Permit 

Rochester Zoning Board of Appeals

The Rochester Zoning Board of Appeals on July 
13 granted Craig Canning of Rochester Farms a Special 
Permit to develop a 60-acre parcel at 0 Marion Road into a 
farmer's market and surrounding organic farm. 

Two 7,200 square-foot buildings are slated for the 
site, as well as parking and entrances that will be limited 
to a 3.9-acre area of the lot. 

The Special Permit was required to allow for the 
use of a commercial retail outlet at the property that lies 
within an Agricultural-Residential Zone. 

Of the 91 abutters notified of the project, only

14 attended the meeting, which the board vocally 
acknowledged as a sign that most abutters were okay 
with the project. Some in attendance, however, had a few 
questions for Canning - as long as the questions stayed 
within the purview of the ZB A, commented Chairman 
David Arancio. Aspects of the plan involving parking, 
traffic flow, and drainage would be handled by the 
Planning Board, he stated. 

The Cutlers, who live directly across the proposed 
farmer's market, voiced some concern over the proposed 
entrance to the parking lot, which Canning had agreed 
prior to the meeting to shift about 20 feet west from the 
originally proposed location, which pleased the Cutlers. 

ZB A member Kirby Gilmore, however, was 
unhappy that the board did not have a plan reflecting 
this change, and made the motion to continue the public 
hearing until the board received an updated plan. The 
motion was not seconded and the hearing continued. 

Canning stated that construction and 
development of the land would likely take at least two 
years or possibly more, so prospective shoppers would 
have to wait a while before shopping for locally-sourced 
organic produce and other agriculturally-derived 
products, products of which the Special Permit limits in 
the conditions. 

One resident likened the proposed market as 
being like a Cumberland Farms and that property values 
nearby will drop. 

Board members determined that the proposed 
use of the farmer's market and surrounding farms would 
be a good use of the land, keeping in harmony with the 
agricultural setting of Rochester. 

"Aside from conservation [restriction] or hayfield, 
I think it's a great use for the property," said ZB A member 
Davis Sullivan. "There are other uses that wouldn't be as 
harmonious with a farm community. That's my feeling on 
it." 

Gilmore suggested limiting goods that could be 
sold to those of an agricultural nature to avoid selling 
"ancillary" products. 

"I'm absolutely fine with that," said Canning. 
"This is not a speedy mart."

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Benito Mussolini in building a Fascist State based on 
exaggerated nationalism. The German people, broken 
by defeat in the war and further punished by the allied 
Powers with heavy reparation payments, were ready 
to follow a charismatic Adolf Hitler who talked of a 
master race and a thousand year Reich.

War for the Planet of the Apes. Starring Andy Serkis and 
Woody Harrelson. Directed by Matt Reeves. Running 
time: 140 minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. 

And so the rebooted Planet of the Apes trilogy 
comes to an end. I hope it's the end, anyway — not that 
I haven't immensely enjoyed and admired all three of 
these films, but this one just puts such a perfect period 
on the saga, not an ellipsis. The ending also, if you want 
it to, neatly feeds into the previous Apes pentalogy. Part 
war flick, part western, part prison escape picture, and all 
high-powered blockbuster. War for the Planet of the Apes 
borrows from a lot of sources but shuffles them into its 
own wounded deck of complex and subtle emotions. It 
runs on the melancholy power of its co-writer / director. 
Matt Reeves (who also helmed the previous installment. 
Dawn of the Planet of the Apes). If you forget the 
metaphorically robust but somewhat campy original Apes 
movies and let War take you where it's going, it's quietly 
devastating. 

Most of the movie, indeed, is quiet, and the 
grand finale of explosions nevertheless has a layer 
of sadness underneath it. War picks up a few years 
after the last one left off. Caesar (voice and digitalized 
physical performance by Andy Serkis), the leader of 
the apes against the brute forces of humanity, finds his 
(figurative) crown growing heavier by the day. A rogue 
faction of soldiers, led by a bald crackpot known only 
as the Colonel (Woody Harrelson), lays down some hot 
death and claims the lives of Caesar's wife and elder son. 
Caesar permits himself little time to mourn before taking 
off in pursuit of the Colonel, accompanied by a few die- 
hard friends / soldiers who insist on going with him. 

The film isn't very "plotty." The script by Reeves 
and Mark Bomback leaves room for character moments. 
It's much more important that we discern exactly how 
Caesar fears becoming like his former, bitter right-hand 
ape Koba, and how he might actually resemble Koba, in 
terms of unquenchable rage. There's also room for various 
characters, good and bad, painted in tones of gray; even 
the Colonel is given a backstory that explains, though 
doesn't justify, his bullet-headed ruthlessness. These 



new Apes films have never fallen into a facile "apes good, 
humans bad" formula. Some apes are not good (some of 
them have defected to the human army, where they're 
derisively called "donkeys" and commanded to help out 
in combat against the apes), and some humans are not 
bad (there's a mute little girl who's both a callback and a 
bridge to the first two original Apes films). 

War is pure megabudget cinema done right; 
Michael Seresin's lush photography and Michael 
Giacchino's epic, emotive score make the case for this 
being the kind of summer blockbuster Steven Spielberg 
no longer makes. Serkis can rest assured he's added a 
great, conflicted hero to the pantheon, and there's a terrific 
comic-relief performance from Steve Zahn (of course) as 
an easily frightened ape who calls himself Bad Ape — am 
I crazy or is Zahn channeling Elisha Cook Jr.? The movie 
has taken some flak for being predominantly male, which 
it is, except for its Newt-like orphan girl and the fact that 
Caesar's orangutan adviser Maurice is voiced /performed 
by a woman, Karin Konoval. That seems backward in the 
summer of Wonder Woman , but one movie can't address 
all inequities. 

It's probably enough that the paranoid Colonel 
wants to build a wall — not to keep out apes but to 
keep out other humans. Caesar may be Willard to the 
Colonel's Kurtz (a line of graffiti just comes right out and 
name-checks Apocalypse Now) — and at least the Colonel 
doesn't scrawl anything as obvious as "Exterminate all the 
brutes" — but he's not a numb killer like Willard. He feels 
himself sliding into that territory, but when the moment of 
truth comes, he does not kill. "It's a hard heart that kills," 
shouts the drill instructor in Full Metal Jacket (another of 
this film's influences), but despite everything that the 
world has thrown at it, Caesar's heart has not hardened. 
War is about mercy and empathy, which makes it a nicely 
organic anti-war film.

My parrot only likes the sunflower seeds in her seed 
mix. How can I get her to eat the other seeds? 

I equate an all seed diet to an all white bread 
diet. Ok, in the short run, but severely deficient 
over time. Seeds lack vitamin A and a number of 
essential oils. 

What should I feed my parrot? 

Feed pelleted bird food. It looks like dry dog or 
cat food but much smaller, and its formulated 
for birds. To this add fresh fruits and vegetables. 
Offer the seeds for 10 minutes in the morning 
and 10 minutes in the evening and leave the 
pellets, fruits and veggies available for the rest of 
the day.
